Mowevt r, we are indebted to the Independent for its editorial effusion of last hrklay; ft'r 
by its adversion to the exploded issues or 19 25 it tujt only permits us to set iorlh that whole 
situation w ithin the scope of a l« 'w short paragraphs, but also affords us an opportunity we 
otherwise might not have had to sey a few words upon the subject of taxes, loan funds and 
municipal improvements in this j^ear oi 19 27.

the Sixth W ard; (b) if possible, to put the Borough upon a wholly self-supporting basis, 
where revenues would be ample for all requirements.
